Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark in- 
dicated this week that the town may have 
to look elsewhere for ‘‘some flat sur- 
faces,” to provide facilities for youth 
athletic groups. 

Clark noting the concern of the Andover 
Soccer Association over the availability of 
fields to carry out their spring program, 
said he would be looking for some areas to 
be used on a temporary basis to ac- 
comodate the spring programs planned by 
both the soccer groups and the Little 
League baseball program. 

The manager said the major problem 
facing the town is not so much the number 
of fields available, but the proper 
maintenance of them.

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Fields Needed 


Soccer Group Moved 
Closer To Its Goal 


The school committee Tuesday night 
tooka major step toward providing playing 
fields for some 800 Andover Soccer 
Association youngsters this spring, but the 
issues of maintenance, scheduling and ex- 
pansion are likely to be tossed around for 
some time. 

Close to 500 parents, who caused the 
school committee to move from their 
usual Stowe School quarters to the 
auditorium of East Jr. High, were urged 
by their leaders to show up again at the 
Selectmen’s meeting Monday night, and 
School Committeeman Casimir Kolaski 
suggested they ‘‘get used to attending 
meetings.” 

The school committee gave them much 
of what they’d come for when they voted 
to release all but Eugene Lovely Field 
(the varsity football field) to independent 
sports groups when the schools are 
through with them. The committee voted 
not to restrict the groups through ‘‘in 
season’’ or ‘‘out-of-season”’ labels, and to 
establish a master maintenance plan with 
an eye toward additional fields. 

The soccer parents were alerted by 
telephone brigade after a Dec. 21 policy 
from Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert limited the 
use of fields to “‘in season’’ sports and to 
no more than two games per day. Athletic 
Program Director Richard Swift had rul- 
ed soccer a fall sport, per guidelines of the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic 
Association. 

The ASA also protested Swift’s proposal 
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to remove West Jr. High soccer and foot- 
ball fields, the East Jr. High soccer field 
and the field hockey facility from use in 
the spring so they could be rejuvenated. 

With some fields already assigned to 
Little. League baseball for spring, it 
appeared soccer would only have a Chest- 
nut Court field, and two at Bancroft. They 
had asked for at least six. 

Tom Clark, coordinator of the spring 
soccer program, emphasized that soccer 
involves many children, particularly girls, 
who probably wouldn’t be able to play 
other sports, and he claimed the policy 
statement, by curtailing the number of 
playing fields, created an unwanted adver- 
sary relationship with the Little League. 

Al Ober, vice-president of the ASA, 
challenged Swift’s definition of soccer as a 
fall sport, and his decision to pull fields 
out in the spring instead of the fall, ‘‘which 
is the best season for treating lawns.”’ 

Swift maintained that he was not objec- 
ting to spring soccer, but that his primary 
responsibility was to maintain the fields 
for school phys ed and athletic programs. 
He said the fields at the Shawsheen Road 
complex weren’t properly constructed in 
the first place, that monies hadn’t been 
forthcoming for maintenance, and that 
overuse could deteriorate the fields to the 
point where they could be lost to all ac- 
tivities. 

Chairman David Ahouse added that use

Use of all playfields this spring, with a 
delay in maintenance programs, mayy be 
the solution to providing sufficient areas 
for the Andover Soccer Association 
program. 

But, town meeting will probably be ask- 
ed to appropriate funds to develop new 
playfields as part of the bargain, accor- 
ding to Public Works Director Robert E. 
McQuade. 

McQuade said the public works depart- 
ment which maintains all playfields in the 
town would probably delay taking some of 
the fields out of service and concentrate 
on developing new areas this year. 

The DPW director said that over the 
years it was a general understanding that 
the DPW would maintain all of the school 
playfields. This was all right when they 
were used only for school use, and time 
would allow for some routine maintenance 
work. 

Now, McQuade, said with the continuing 
buildup of activity on the fields by youth 
groups, the surfaces have become 
deteriorated. There has never been a dime 
appropriated for maintenance and 
development of any of the fields for out- 
side — nonschool — use, McQuade pointed 
out.

of the school fields by independent groups 
in the past had not been so much that they 
were overly concerned about 
maintenance. However, he said, this par- 
ticular soccer program had grown con- 
siderably over the past two years ‘‘and 
now something has to give.”’ 

Some 300 youngsters participated in 
soccer in the fall of 1977, with 600 turning 
out last spring and 800 in the fall.

mittee chairman in Medfield, had earlier 
described how the Army Corps of 
Engineers had come in and ‘‘practically 
for nething’’ built new fields on town- 
owned land. 

Tom Clark had also said that a letter 
would be on the way to the National Guard 
this week to see what help they could 
provide. 

Finn’s motion was seconded by Kolaski, 
who added an amendment for develop- 
ment of a long-term maintenance and ex- 
pansion plan with plenty of input from the 
public.

Taken two to three months after the ac- 
tual battles, George Barnard’s 
photographs of Sherman’s march through 
Georgia record not the action but the 
aftermath of history. War itself haunts the 
empty scenes of death and destruction. In 
contrast, Frederick Evans, an English 
photographer working in the early 1900’s, 
eveals the tranquility of a private ex- 
istence in his photographs of trees and 
meadows. The French photographer, 
Eugene Atget, documents in compelling 
detail the streets and environs of turn of 
the century Paris. The work of these three 
men strongly influences modern 
photography and forms the basis for un- 
romantic, objective images of the world. 


This influence is evident in the viewpoints 
of the seven contemporary photographers 
exhibited. 
Working since 1950, Lee Friedlander 
reasserts the perspectives of the com- 
monplace. The work exhibited comes 
from his 1976 portfolio entitled ‘Flowers. 
The John Gossage photographs include 
work from his recent book, ‘Gardens,’ and 
a series of neighborhood shots done in and 
around Washington, D.C. Tom 
Zetterstrom, working on landscape 
photographs for the last five years, shoots 
from a traveling car, bus or train. Bar- 
bara Shamblin’s color photographs of the 
New England woods juxtapose an unusual 
and casual beauty against a dramatic 
proximity of lense to subject. Philip 
Perkis, ignoring convention, prints his 
landscapes with very little contrast ona 
matt surface. Roger Mertin’s views of 
backyards, lawns and highways record

There has ben no definitive policy on use 
of town fields over the years, he said. 

Generally the town groups are able to 
use the school fields when not in use for 
the educational program or in- 
terscholastic competition. 

The facilities have been overused to the 
point where they are deteriorating in some 
cases, and badly in need of maintenance. 

Maintenance, the manager pointed out, 
is not just mowing the fields. Proper up- 
keep of the playing surfaces includes fer- 
tilizing, irrigation and general attention to 
insure a safe playing surface, during 
which the fields can not be used. 

The problem facing the soccer associa- 
tion, as they prepare for a spring program 
which includes scheduling of games within 
the Essex County soccer program, is a 
conflict with either Little League 
baseball, or the maintenance program, 
Clark indicated. 

He said he would have to see what flat 
surfaces might be available in the town 
and definitely would be looking elsewhere 
for facilities to accomodate the spring 
programs. 

Phillips Academy fields are utilized to 
the maximum already, he said, and thus

are not available. 

Also, the town might have to reconsider 
its decision on the Shawsheen fields. 
Originally it was planned to work on these 
fields possibly this year to make them 
ready for use later. Fertilizing and irriga- 
tion of the play areas at Shawsheen would 
prohibit use in the spring. 

Clark said the town must be concerned 
about the school fields and properly main- 
taining them since they are used for the 
physical education program, as well as the 
various sports programs conducted within 
conference, or interscholastic schedules. 

Clark said that Andover is probably un- 
usual in the number of participatory 
sports programs conducted for youngsters 
by volunteer groups. Providing facilities 
for the programs is most desirable, he 
said, indicating continued attention to fin- 
ding fields for the spring programs.

It has become a Christmas tradition. 

Each year sometime between Santa

During his years in the newspaper 
business, 30 of these with the Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune, Cullen handled many top 
reportorial and editorial staff 
assignments, among them several out- 
standing murder cases and court trials 
which attracted wide attention. 


He also reported several of the major 
heavyweight boxing bouts beginning with 
the era when Jack Dempsey was hailed 
among the top fighters in this country and 
abroad. 


His career was launched during his teen- 
age years while a student at St. John’s 
Preparatory School in Danvers where he 
enrolled after receiving his earlier educa- 
tion in the North Andover school system. 

His early interest in sports was 
recognized at the Prep as well as in Boston 
newspaper circles and led to positions asa 
correspondent for the Boston Herald and 
the Boston Globe. He also wrote school 
sports reports for the Lawrence 
Telegram-Sun. . 

Following his graduation from St. 
John’s with the Class of 1925, Cullen went

to work as a sports writer for the 
Telegram and in 1932 he was promoted to 


serve as head of the sports department. 
He held the position until that newspaper 
cased publication. 

For 10 years while working for the 
Telegram, he also was the Greater 
Lawrence correspondent for the Boston 
Herald morning edition and the Boston 
Traveler, an afternoon publication. 


During his years as a sports writer and 
later as sports editor, Cullen was assigned 
to cover all of the major heavyweight box- 
ing matches from the Dempsey era to the 
time of Joe Louis. He also reported from 
ringside during the period while Lawrence 
was well known as a “‘good fight city’’ and 
develped many fighters who gained 
recognition — among them the late Andy 
Callahan and Arthur Flynn, who only 
recently was enshrined in the Boxing Hall 
of Fame. 

Cullen joined the Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune news staff as a correspondent in 
January, 1942 and in October of that year 
he enlisted for World War II service with 
the United States Army. He was discharg- 
ed with the rank of staff sergeant »fter 
three years in the Signal Corps and as an 
Army photographer. 


Following his honorable discharge, he 
rejoined the Eable-Tribune organization 
and handled general assignments and 
feature stories as well as duties on the 
suburban and telegraph editorial desks. 
He also served some time as Saturday 
news editor. 

During his career, Cullen also served as 
editor of the Andover Townsman during 
vacation and interim periods. 


He retired in 1972. 

His brother, Joseph L. Cullen, was a 
member of the reportorial staif for the 
Boston Post for many years prior to his 
death in 1953. 

Cullen an attendant of St. Michael’s 
Church, was a member of the Eagle- 
Tribune Associates, a former member of 
Lawrence Council 67, Knights of Colum- 
bus, a former member of North Andover 
Post 219, American Legion, and the 
Newspaper Guild. 

He is survived by his wife, the former 
Theresa R. Murphy of North Andover; a 
stepdaughter, Barbara A., R.N., wife of 
Daniel Marshall of North Andover; three 
stepsons, Major William F. Murphy, 
stationed in Woodbridge, Va., with the 
United States Marine Corps, Thomas S.

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It’s What’s In 
School That Counts 


(Editor’s Note: Dino G. Valz, former 
finance committee member and in- 
terested observer of the municipal 
scene, responds this week to comments 
made by former School Com- 
mitteeman William A. Doherty. 
Doherty last week, advocated the 
town’s building sufficient facilities for 
the school program, indicating that 
economy was not always the best direc- 
tion to follow.) 


May I comment on Bill Doherty’s long 
article on school needs in last week’s 
Townsman? 

I call him Bill because I’ve known him 
for over half a century. It was a Sunday 
afternoon in the summer of 1925, soon 
after my coming to Andover, that I first 
met him in front of town hall. In my in- 
nocence, I let him talk me into accom- 
panying him to a brush fire. We collected 
fifty cents per hour for dragging fire hoses 
out into the boon-docks but it cost me the 
pants of my new Italian suit. There is no 
animosity between Bill and me, only 
differences of opinion. 

I suspect that Bill may havemissed his 
real calling in life because he seems to 
think like an architect or building contrac- 
tor. Here is his catalog of school needs: 
new classrooms, a huge new auditorium, a 
hockey rink, a swimming pool, indoor 
tracks, more bleachers, playing fields for 
football, soccer and for lacrosse. 

Bill apparently sees scholastic salvation 
in the “‘playing fields of Eaton” syndrome. 
And there is something to be said for that 
since sports provide about the only com- 


petition which our students experience. 


and the only scholastic activity in which 
they do their very best because it is 
demanded of them. 

Bill appeal for a huge new auditorium 
interests me. A few years back a special 
town committee investigated the need for 
a big auditorium and found the need non- 
existent. That report was never made 
public. If it is proper to consider cost of 
“return’’ on so vast an expenditure of 
other people’s money, it may be said that 
the capacity use of such a structure per 
year can probably be counted in hours on 
the fingers of a few hands. I can’t estimate 
the cost per hour of full use but the paying 
public has a right to know what that cost 
may be. 

The word ‘‘school’’ has more than one 
meaning. To some people, the word brings 
visions of buildings. To others the word 
conjures up what goes on inside a 
classroom: the learning process or the in- 
teraction between teacher and students. 

I too think our school system has serious 
needs. But I believe those needs are not so 
much in physical plant as they are inside 
our classrooms. We over-emphasize the 
need for buildings and under-emphasize 
the need for better education. Millions of 


dollars spent for new construction will do 
little or nothing to correct the serious 
deficiencies in the quality of our instruc- 
tion. 

I have had the experience of teaching for 
some 20 years in an ‘‘old-fashioned’’ 
building, then ten more years in an ultra- 
modern edifice. I am convinced that the 
quality of the product was in no way im- 
proved by the most modern architectural 
environment. 

The gravest problem with contemporary 
public education is the lowering of stan- 
dards in teaching the basic needs of life, 
namely Competency in the use of language 
and in the handling of numbers. Pocket 
calculators may lessen the need to do 
arithmetic (unless they blow a fuse) but 
nothing lessens the need to use the English 
language well. We employ language every 
waking moment. To think is to use words 
and to think effectively is to use words 
effectively. You can’t have one without 
the other. A good thinker is a good 
wordsmith who hammers out his ideas 
word by clearer word until his words il- 
luminate his thoughts. The name of the 
game is communication. 

Current ineptness in the use of the 
English language by so many high school 
graduates is appalling to our colleges. 
Yet, for their own survival, many colleges 
are forced to accept ill-prepared students. 
It is this easy acceptance by colleges 
which lulls high schools into academic 
complacency. What our students need is 
much more rigorous instruction in the 
proper use of English. There is doubt 
whether good writing can be taught but I 
have no doubt that good writing can be self 
taught under the encouragement of a wise 
and modest instructor. 

May I submit my theory about instruc- 
tion in the so-called language arts? I think 
it is a mistake, for example, to assign a 
different theme each week for five weeks 
because the student tends to repeat his 
failings. I believe it would be much more 
educational to assign on theme followed 
by four revisions of that theme. To write is 
to make all kinds of mistakes but to 
rewrite is to learn better writing by the 
progressive elimination of those mistakes. 
It is far, far better to do one paper well 
than five poorly. 


Theoretically, the revolt against our 
tolerance of mediocrity should start at 
those private colleges with academic in- 
tegrity. But these institutions are in a 
serious financial bind caused, in large 
measure, by the competition of big tax- 
payer subsidies for public - college 
tuitions. To avoid financial disaster, 
numerous private colleges have had to 
lower their admission standards. If, 
tomorrow, these colleges were to require 
greater proficiency in reading, writing 
and math, the shock waves would be felt 
all the way down to kindergarten,’ 


Is anyone else going to do anything 
Significant to improve our public 
education? Apparently not. Here’s my ap- 
praisal of eight other possible sources of 
improvement. 

1. I can’t imagine our school committee 
making waves by announcing a ‘‘get 
tough’’ academic policy. 2. Nor can I see 
our administrators rocking their cosy 
boat. 3. Parents should be alarmed but as 
long as their youngsters get passing 
grades and squeeze into some college, 
they don’t even complain about double 
billing. Having already paid for 13 years of 
instruction in basic skills in public school, 
they cheerfully pay again for remedial in- 
struction at the college level. 4. The role of 
PTA is to support the system, not to buck 
it. 

5. Non-parents (of which I am now one) 
are expected to pay their school tax and 
look the other way. 6. As for most 
students, as long as their grades look good 
enough for their purpose what incentive do 
they have to give up TV or the car keys for 
the purpose of doing more or better 
homework? 7. Logically, rebellion should 
originate with those high school graduates 
who were shocked to discover in college 
that the standards for acceptance by the 
admissions office do not meet standards of 
acceptance in the classroom. But these 


victims of laissez-faire education are too . 


preoccupied with catching up and too 
scattered for effective protest. 8. Finally, 
consumer groups which can easily get 
agitated over a shoddily built toy find it 
hard to show concern for shoddy educa- 
tion. 


Underlying any discussion of results in 
the question of accountability. Some peo- 
ple think that the setting of educational 
standards is the responsibility of the ex- 
perts on our payroll. But when challenged, 
educators follow the ancient example first 
recorded in the third chapter of Genesis: 
they blame everyone but themselves. 
Because the buck has no place to stop, our 
kids will continue to get short-changed. 

Does all this complacency mean that I 
am an incurable pessimist? Not really. 
Eventually, wide dissatisfaction will force 
reform. The solutions will be painful. But 
our children deserve no less. 

The real difference between Bill and me 
may be one of priorities. He emphasizes 
more construction; I emphasize better in- 
struction. I believe that unless we get the 
latter, the former isn’t going to do our 
students much good. 

In the interim, it looks as if we are going 
to have a nice diversion to take our minds 
off academic problems. If we can’t or 
won't improve what goes on inside our 
schools, we can try trading quality for 
quantity by building more of them. Maybe 
Bill is right after all. In school construc- 
tion, at least, progress is both real and

ool Budget Increase 


The school committee Tuesday night 
gave its nod to a 1979-80 expense budget 
ceiling of $2,815,656 — an increase of near- 
ly 20 percent over the current year’s 
budget and $135,000 more than the figure 
they settled on two weeks ago. 

The latest ‘‘bad news’’ came from an in- 
crease in Blue Cross-Blue Shield rates, 
fixed costs over which the schools have no 
control. 

Business Manager Edward Maguire was 
quick to note that the overall budget, 
minus fixed costs and mandated expenses 
such as Chapter 766 and special ed 
programs with other systems, woluld be 
up just over 7 percent. 

But Chairman David Ahouse said that 
the ‘“‘bottom line increase’ is almost 20 
percent and ‘‘that’s just too much.”’ 

The committee will begin pruning the 
budget at a tentative Jan. 16 session, with 
closer scrutiny of the school committee, 
administration, principals and teaching 
accounts. 

The administration is to report back 
then with priority guidelines for cuts. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said Tuesday 
that he could make ‘‘cuts all over the 
place . . . but what’s the price,’”’ and he in- 
dicated that some services may have to 
go. 
He said Andover has the ‘‘highest 
delivery” of any system in the area 
“because of the efforts of an awful lot of 
people.’’ But, he said, the system is 
already underfunded ‘‘for what’s happen- 
ing here,’’ and ‘‘the rubber band has 
stretched about as far as it can go.”’ 

He noted once again that Andover’s out- 
lay per pupil has been below the state 
average for the past several years, and 
currently is $1552, compared to $1675. 

Seifert asked the committee for some 
policy on their priorities, so the ad- 
ministration would have an idea where to 
begin to cut. 

Perhaps, he suggested, they’d like to cut 
bus transportation back to a mile and a 
half. 

The system presently buses elementary 
pupils who live more than a mile from 
school, while the state only requires the 
service for youngsters who live more than 
a mile and a half. 

But, Ahouse put the responsibility for 
priorities back on the administration. 

Seifert said he would be leaning toward 
protection of instructional programs, but 
that ‘‘protection of the assets of the 
buildings would have to be up there too.”’ 

Committeeman Joseph Finn asked if the 
cuts have to be taken in the expense por- 
tion of the budget, or if they could come 
from salaries. 

“How about four teachers from the 
elementary level?’’ Ahouse asked. 

Earlier in his presentation, Seifert had 
noted the effects of inflation. The audio 
visual account has been maintained at 
$20,000 for the past five years, he said, 
while a ‘‘conservative’’ inflationary figure 
would put that account at $25,790 now. 

The transportation budget, which was 
$377,277 in 1974 and 1975, is $367,900 this 
year, but with conservative inflationary 
increases could be $458,426 by now. 

He said that holding the line has been a 
deliberate decision, but that it is beginning 
to be impossible. 

One of the biggest increases has come in 
the fixed charges account, which includes 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield. That account was 
$81,000 in 1975-76, Seifert said, and the 
1979-80 request is for $295,000. 


Too bad academic progress isn’t also for 
sale by the lowest bidder. It is our misfor- 
tune that we either have to achieve that 
good by our own efforts or let it go by

There Will Be 


Room For All 


Andover begins the new year with a problem left over 
from 1978 — a matter not unusual to the town. 

Still needed are sufficient playfields for all of the 
town’s various youth athletic teams, regardless of 


season. 


It is a difficult problem, in view of the popularity of 
sports among the community’s young people and the 
availability of volunteers to supervise such activity. 

Since last spring when soccer, with its increasing pop- 
ularity was denied use of the high school athletic fields, 
the controversy has continued. 

Soccer is a relatively new sport to Andover at all 
levels, from the smallest of youngsters to the high 


school varsity. 


Proponents of the sport and the volunteers who super- 
vise the activity have since the inception of the competi- 
tion, taken somewhat of a back seat to such things as lit- 
tle league baseball and junior football, among other 
sports, in obtaining play areas. 

The town, it would seeem, with all its open space, 
should have sufficient area to accomodate all of the 
sports activity. But there are problems. 

In some cases the fields available must be maintained 
— the maintenance amounting to more than just mow- 
ing the lawns. In order to preserve the areas for athletic 
competition, considerable attention is needed in order 
to make them playable and safe. 

There are other areas amid the town’s vast acreage of 
open space, which could possibly accomodate some 
type of athletic activity, but these areas are classified 
as passive recreation, in other words no competitive ac- 


tivity is allowed. 


The soccer people are more than a little disturbed at 
the moment, and informed the school committee this 


week of their feelings. 


They have justification. There are over 500 
youngsters signed up for spring soccer and the need is 
apparent to provide them with some sort of facilities to 


carry out the program. 


So, too, are the Little League people, who will be 


carrying out their program at about the same time. 


The fields at West Junior High school will probably 
need attention this year. The play areas there are most 
suitable for soccer activity, but are also used for the 
daily conduct of physical education programs in the 
public schools, thus the need for some attention. 


The high school football field, is to remain devoted en- 
tirely to varsity interscholastic competition, by order of 
the school committee, on recommendatin of the athletic 


department. 


With so many participants in the soccer program, it 
appears there is a definite need for a number of fields to 
adequately meet the demand. It seems probabl: that 


the town-school administration, 


will have to seek relief 


through some means to provide for the programs, 
without going through the expensive process of acquir- 
ing and developing additional land. 


We think that such can be accomplished. 

A few years ago considerable controversy arose over 
use of basketball courts in the schools by various youth 
hoop leagues. Underscoring the argument that all could 
be accomodated somehow, was the general theme that 
the sports activity was being conducted for the 
wholesome recreational attributes of the competition, 
not necessarily the quest for individual or team titles. 

Basically, the present problem facing the town ad- 
ministrators with the soccer field availability amounts 


to the same. . 


There should be some effort made to provide the 
necessary play fields for all of the youthful participants, 
regardless of whether it be for soccer, baseball, softbal, 


or whatever. 


With the many fields and school play areas available, 
it would seem that there should be sufficient room for 
all, bearing in mind that the activity affords the young 
people a recreational opportunity. Also, that such ac- 
tivity is conducted for the town by volunteers, who are 
taxpaying residents providing a valuable service as an 
adjunct to the town’s recreation program.

The more troubling ques- 
tion is: Who watches the 
bureaucrats? In the past, it 
has often been done with 
mirrors. The public de- 
pended upon the bureau- 
crats to police themselves. 

But this doctrine of self- 
discipline has never 
worked. The bureaucrats, 
being human, were more 
interested in protecting 
than in probing them- 
selves. 

The General Services 
Administration, an agency 
plagued with frauds, has 
acknowledged that its 
present investigative staff 
would require 20 years to 
audit all its activities. At 
the Commerce Depart- 
ment, the investigators get 
around to a full audit once 
every 13 years. 

The Small Business 
Administration, where ir- 
regularities keep bubbling 
up, submits to a full audit 
every 12 to 14 years. The 
Interior and Transporta- 
tion Departments admit 
they still haven’t gotten 
around to auditing some 
activities. And the Labor 
Department, which admin- 
isters $25 billion of the 
taxpayers’ money each 
year, employs only six 
trained investigators to 
make sure the money isn’t 
misspent.

No One’s Watching 
Those Bureaucrats 


We have caught govern- 
ment officials taking cash 
under the table and accept- 
ing lavish entertainment 
from the companies that 
sell to the government. We 
have caught defense con- 
tractors cheating the tax- 
payers out of billions, doc- 
tors stealing from Medi- 
care, small businessmen 
submitting false claims, 
students stealing college 
loans, food dealers cheat- 
ing the food stamp pro- 
gram. 

This widespread fraud 
costs the taxpayers bil- 
lions.

ALTERNATIVE: Oil im- 
ports are pushing up prices 
in this country and driving 
down the value of the dol- 
lar abroad — and the prob- 
lem will get worse.

A blend of gasoline and 
alcohol, called ‘‘gasohol,’’ 
would require no engine 
adjustments in most cars. 
Only minor alterations 
would be necessary to con- 
vert engines to 100 percent 
alcohol fuel. Government 
experts contend that alco- 
hol engines would operate 
more efficiently and pro- 
duce less pollution. 

Alcohol fuel could be pro- 
duced in the United States. 
This would save billions 
that we now pay to the oil 
potentates. The fuel could 
also be distilled from agri- 
cultural surpluses, timber 
wastes, even municipal 
garbage. 

The resistance to alcohol 
fuel comes from the big oil 
companies, who would not 
welcome a rival fuel indus- 
try. The petroleum poten- 
tates have used their tre- 
mendous clout with politi- 
cians, therefore, to oppose 
alcohol fuel production. 

Nevertheless, the alco- 
hol alternative is begin- 
ning to catch on. Farmers 
are building stills to pro- 
duce alcohol fuel. Two al- 
cohol distributors are now 
in the business, and they 
can’t find enough alcohol 
to supply the demand. 
There are now over 150 
service stations that sell 
gasohol blends.

DRUG REPORT: Drug 
smugglers apparently 
think that Customs ffi- 
cials tend to give only 
cursory examinations to 
the sick and the infirm.

ELUSIVE ALIENS: We 
recently reported that ille- 
gal aliens from Mexico 
were tying foam rubber 
pads to their feet to cover 
their tracks when they 
cross the border. Now, 
Border Patrol intelligence 
reports say, the illegal al- 
iens are wrapping their 
feet with rug samples.

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Special Session Possible For School 


Andover could be faced with another 
special town meeting when the school 
committee decides whether to build a new 
junior high or make major renovations at 
East. 

School Chairman David Ahouse 
presented a timetable for building 
decisions to the rest of the committee 
Tuesday night, with the warning that they 
must work on a tight schedule if they’re 
going to offer final construction and/or 
renovation bids to town meeting in Oc- 
tober. 

One of the first considerations, he said, 
is the realization that ‘‘certain promises”’ 
were made at the special town meeting in 
December to involve the voters in the 
decision to renovate or build. 

If that choice is put off until the regular 
spring town meeting in April — or later — 
he said it could delay the whole building 
program at considerable expense to the 
town. The School Building Committee now 
feels that construction costs are in- 
creasing about 15 percent a year. 

Spring town meeting itself could be post- 
poned until June or July because of tax cap

To be considered are such fac- 
tors as the ‘grouping concept’’ of all 
secondary facilities at the Shawsheen 
Road site, flexability to allow for possible 
new grade groupings in the future, athletic 
facilities, operating cost changes (impact 
on the transportation budget, for instance) 
and safety issues such as sidewalks. 


Ahouse and Clark also want school com- 
mittee input on possible uses for the pre- 


built initially and normal use would lead to 
deterioration. But with the buildup of the 
various volunteer sports programs, the 
fields have become overloaded and badly 
in need of attention. 

The DPW director indicated that it is 
now anticipated that town meeting will be 
asked to provide sufficient funds for field 
maintenance and development.

sent East Jr. High building, should it be 
abandoned for school use. 

“If we don’t have a recommendation on 
what to do with East,’’ Ahouse said, ‘‘we 
could jeopardize a sound decision to build 
a new school. 

He went on to say that Clark was actual- 
ly most interested in what they would like 
NOT to see done with East, because of its 
proximity to Doherty School. For in- 
stance, he said, they would probably not 
opt for a shopping center next door to an 
elementary school. 

Ahouse’s timetable also includes school 
committee approval of design develop- 
ment drawings by the end of March and 
approval of working drawings by mid- 
August, in order to have bids received in 
time for fall town meeting.
